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EDITOR'S PREFACE 

I. 

AN editor of Warren's Book is bound to say something 
-^^ about the author. But there is not much to add to 
what he himself has told us'. 

His father, the Reverend Samuel Warren, was Vicar of 
Ashford in Kent. William Warren was born on 27th April, 
1683, in the house that served as the parsonage of that parish. 
He entered Trinity Hall as a Sizar in 1700; was elected a 
Scholar in January 170J; became a Pensioner two years later; 
and graduated as Bachelor of Laws in 1706. Six years more 
passed before his election to a Fellowship, on Walter Hewke's 
foundation, in September 17 12'. He was ordained and 
appointed Curate of St Edward's Church in Cambridge in 
1 7 16; was admitted to the degree of Doctor of Laws in 1717 ; 
and became Vice-Master of his College — a post of responsi- 
bility with a non-resident Master — on nth January, 172^. 
For several years he served the College as Bursar : the 
accounts for the year 1742 are in his hand. But about that 
time his health gave way ; and after suffering for nearly two 
years from a cancer in the cheek, he left Cambridge in the 
autumn of 1743, and returned to Ashford, "in hopes that his 
native country air might be of service to him in the melancholy 
situation he was 'm\" Change of place, however, brought him 
no relief He died at Canterbury 3rd January, 1744, and was 
buried in the churchyard of his early home*.

" The meekest and best-natured creature in the world," — 
that is Cole's estimate of him'. And whenever he speaks of 
Warren it is always in a tone of affection and esteem. 

II. 

To describe Warren as "a laborious and judicious anti- 
quarian," as Cole does', is to overshoot the mark. His 
interest in antiquities was genuine : he loved to discuss such 
subjects with others'. But in strenuous and persistent toil, 
both Baker and Cole outstrip him. Their proud array of 
folios, lengthening year by year, contrasts signally with his one 
modest volume. Cole's Collections are works of art ; for he 
had exceptional skill with both brush and pencil. Warren's 
illustrations — such as they are — we owe to the " ingenious 
Scholar of the House°." Cole's commentary, prejudice and 
passion notwithstanding, is often more attractive than his 
text ; and his digressions and interludes reveal not only a 
learned author, but a loveable man. Warren never em- 
broiders ; indulges neither fancy nor feeling ; gives us no 
glimpses of antipathy and few of enthusiasm. He does his

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work soberly, steadily, and scrupulously. True to his own 
motto', "All selfness he forbears." The Society is his one 
thought, his only pride. His book may be a dull book; but 
only a duller heart will fail to find in it the expression of a 
deep and loyal deyotion. 



III. 

The sources from which Warren drew his materials may 
be briefly indicated : some have been lost ; some still survive. 
They are — 

(i) Deeds, — charters, agreements, conveyances, and the 
like, — stored in the College Treasury. 

(2) The five volumes of ^'Miscellanea',' containing docu- 

ments of all kinds, some originals, some copies, 
arranged and bound, probably under his direction. 

(3) " The Masters Statute Book" which besides statutes 

contained entries relating to many matters. In 
Warren's time, as he tells us, it was " much worn 
and well nigh lost" " : since then it has disappeared. 

(4) " The College Register," containing lists of elections, 

admissions, and other records. Its full title was 
"Liber Actorum et Rerum memorabilium Aulae 
THnitatis Inceptus Anno Domini 1557." Fifteen 
sheets — thirty pages — were taken out, as the book 
was in tatters, and bound up afresh in 1726'. 

(5) The account-books — " Computationes" — and lease-

Simpson Gustos, 1735, on the inside of the cover], 
containing copies of Bateman's statutes, the statutes 
of the various foundations, and other documents'. 

(9) Another volume lettered on the back " The Old 

Vellum Book'^" in which Warren transcribed many 
of the documents found in (3). The note inside 
the cover — " This is the Book described by Warren 
in his Collectanea as the Old Vellum Book with 
Green Strings " — is misleading. The two books 
must be carefully distinguished. 

IV. 

Warren began his task, it would seem, in April 1730. 
The book was unfinished when he left Gambridge in 1743. 
There are gaps in several places that he must have meant to 
filP. He set out with a fairly definite plan, and followed it for 
some way. But great masses of his material were thrown 
into an unshapely Appendix, where sections dealing with the 
same subject are often widely separated from one another. 
Additions were freely made by other members of the Society,

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and the book was treated as a depository of College lore. 
Unfortunately the chronicle was irregular and kept with too 
little care, as appears in the following Order: — "Whereas 
since the year 1740 various transactions relative to this 
College have been suffered to remain unrecorded : it is 
ordered that at the present and every subsequent Audit a 
committee of the Fellows, including the two Divinity Fellows 
and the Bursar, shall prepare and insert in Warren's Book an 
account of such occurrences as may be considered to form part 
of the History and Proceedings of Trinity HalP." But the 
Order has often been neglected ; and, though other records 
contain the transactions of later years, the book itself remains 
incomplete. To write the missing chapters and to round 
the record would have been to assume larger responsibilities 
than I had undertaken: no such duty was entrusted to me. 
My task was to deal with the book as I found it; to fill 
in dates and details ; to make it intelligible, where it was 
obscure ; to make it accessible to those who care to know the 
history of the Society to which they belong. My additions in 
the text, therefore, have been few. They do not go beyond 
the Regulations of the Goodbehere Fellowship and Cole's 
descriptions of the old Hall and the renovated Chapel. In 
the notes, however, greater freedom was warranted ; and I 
have used it. Warren's own notes, which are few, stand as 
part of the text. 

The substance of the original has been scrupulously 
retained ; and the form also in a large measure. The abbrev- 
iations of the transcriber, though his system is neither 
complete nor consistent, have not been discarded. But in 
the arrangement, for reasons that seem to me sufficient, I

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have dealt freely with Warren's text. Cole, who after more 
than one ineffectual attempt, at last obtained the book on 
loan and transcribed it, found that it was no history, though it 
contained " large materials " for one. He would have recast 
it ; but the difficulties of the task proved too much for him, 
and he was " forced to follow Warren's method." For without 
an index, he says, it would have been "an intollerable 
Trouble" to have been perpetually hunting after Warren's 
references \ I have made bold to reshape the book through- 
out. The Appendix — nearly two hundred pages — has been 
broken up, and the portions of it have been incorporated in 
the chapters to which they belong. The body of the book 
has been treated in the same way. At the same time nothing 
has been omitted, save references and explanations that the 
new arrangement has made unnecessary. The pages of the 
original are given in the margin. Anyone, therefore, who 
wishes to turn to a passage in the manuscript can do so with 
ease. Nothing has been changed wantonly or lightly, or for 
the sake of change. All has been done with pious and 
reverent hands, as is seemly when we touch the tombs and 
the treasures of the dead.

(I) BATEMAN AND HIS FOUNDATION. 

In the Reign of K. Edward y^ 3d The Right Revd Father in God, [145] 
William Bateman, Ld Bp of Norwich Founded Trinity Hall for ye 
Study of the Canon and Civil Laws. It had been before an Hostle 
belonging to ye Monks of Ely: John of Cranden' one of their Priors 
purchas'd it for his Monks to Study in w" they came to Cambridge. 
Bp Bateman afterwards made an Exchange with them, & gave y™ 
several Parsonages for ye sd Hostel, & converted it to a College or 
Hall ; and accordingly in the Literae Fundationis Collegij He says 
thus, "Et volumus quod collegium scolarium sup^dictii vocetur col- 
"legiii scolarium sancte Trinitatis de Norwico, et qd domus q^m 
"inhitabit dictum collegia nominetur aula sancte Trinitatis de 
"Norwico''." The Literae Fundationis bear Date Jan: 15. 1350 : Con- 
firm'd by ye Bp of Ely Jan: 20. 1350; Confirm'd by ye Chancell^ 
& University of Cambridge Jan: 21. 1350'. The King's Charter for 
ye Founding Trinity Hall bears date Nov : 20, an : 24, Edv. 3'"*. 

The Bp of Ely's Licence for Building a Chapel bears Date May 30. 
1352°. The Statutes wch Bp Bateman gave ye College bear Date 
June 1='. 1352: were Confirm'd by the Arch-Bishop of Canterbury Dec: 
I. 1352 : were Confirm'd afterwards by ye University of Cambridge 
Dec: 9. 1352. Bp Bateman afterwards added an Explanatory Statute 
concerning Elections &c. bearing Date Aug: 14. 1354*. He design'd 
(as appears by ye Statutes) to have Founded a Master & Twenty 
Fellows beside Two or Three Scholars; But He Dying before He 
had completed his Design'd Foundation (viz. A.D. 1355 at Avignon) [146] 
He Left what was thought to be sufficient only for ye Maintenance of 
a Master & Three Fellows, & for ye Founding Two Scholarships.

Mf Wadham Knatchbull late Fellow of Trinity Hall return'd [461] 
from his Travels A.D. 1740. I had desir'd him, in case he shou'd 
see Avignon, to search in y« Church there where Bp Bateman was 
Buried, to see whether there was any Monument or Inscription, or 
any Memorial of Him remaining in the Church. But he found none. [462] 
One of ye Priests of y^ Church was so kind as to search y^ Register, to 
see what discovery he cou'd make there ; but it was in vain. The 
account wch he gave by a friend to M"^ Knatchbull in French was 
w' follows here in English: — 

"Sir 

"After having twice run over ye register of Bishops, Arch- 
" bishops. Cardinals, & Popes, buried in our Church, I have not 
" been able to find there the name of the Bishop whom you inquire 
"after: in all likelyhood he was not inserted in ye List. I am

And 
Faber's Son has since told me y' y^ Print of Bp Bateman was taken 
from a Picture or a Print of Spondanus. Spondanus was Bp of 
Pamiers^ Several other also of y^ Prints of y« Founders of Colleges 
both in Cambridge & Oxford are not taken from any Pictures in 
being of y™, but are only such as M^ Faber pleas'd to make them.

The one, viz. the largest & y^ latest 
written, is about Two foot & an half Square. The account of y^ 
Foundation &c. is on vellum fram'd. In y^ Center is y^ account of y^ 
Founder & Benefact"; round wcfe are y« Arms of y^ seyi Masters of 
this College, almost all of y™ in their proper colours: The Coats of 
Arms are plac'd on several Leaves growing on two Stems wch spring 
fm a golden mitre at y« lowermost corner of y^ Table, where are ye 
College Arms & these words "W Bateman Founder." On several 
Leaves growing on y^ same Steins, & opposite to y^ Arms of y^ 
Masters of this College are y^ names of ye several Masters. The 
Larger of these Two Tables seems to be in ye main a Copy of ye 
former smaller one wch is done on paper fram'd, but is now much 
defac'd, wch I suppose was ye reason of the Larger & fairer one 
being made.

This Insign'd with a Mitre, betokening it (I suppose) to be Bp 
Bateman's Coat of Arms, tho it does not exactly answer ye account 
given in our Master's Statute Book concerning Bp Bateman's Arms, 
of which see p. 18 hujus Libri: The Third Coat is D"^ Eden's. 
The older of ye two foremention'd Tables, viz. That of Paper, seems [8] 
to have been done in D"" Eden's time ; The other, viz.

Ina King of the West Saxons Founded a College at Rome A.D. 
727 for ye Education of ye English ; and for ye support of it, he 
order'd a Penny per annu to be paid at Rome by every Family in 
his Dominions. This was call'd Romescot, i.e. Tribute of Rome, or 
Sent to Rome. Afterwards Offa K. of ye Mercians extended this 
Tax throughout his Dominions, S' Alban's Monastery only being 
excepted. And because this money was paid at Rome on a Holy-day 
called S' Peter's ad vincula(ist of August) this Tax was call'd Peter- 
pence instead of Romescot. But in time ye Popes demanded this as 

[354] a Tribute due to them as Successors of S' Peter. But at last it was 
abolish'd by K. Hen : 8. 

Peter-pence was not, as Polydore & Baronius & others have 
affirm'd, a Duty paid to ye Pope as Successor of S' Peter, or as an 
acknowledgment of ye Papal Supremacy, but a Revenue originally 
appropriated by Ina, & afterwards by Offa, & confirm'd by their 
Successors, towards ye support of ye English School or College at 
that time in Rome, wch College is still in being at this day, tho in a 
much meaner condition than formerly.

The Second, 
viz. ye middlemost of ye 3, is Simon Islips, A.Bp of Canterbury ; viz.

THE GREAT COURT. [17] 

The Great Court is in Length from the Hall to the opposite side 
about 116 Feet.

The Stone- work for a Seat round ye Fir-Tree in ye 
middle of the Court was set up about ye year 1704. The Fir-Tree 
set within ye memory of D"^ Boord formerly Fellow of this College.

The Backside is from the Wall on wch y« Master passes from y«

Wall next y« Road leading on upon Garret Hostle Bridge [ — ].

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THE FELLOWS FRUIT GARDEN. 

The Fellows Fruit Garden next Garret Hostle Lane is in Length [i8] 
[ — ] Feet, in Breadth ^— ] Feet. The Mulberry Tree in it was planted 
about y« year 1690 by M^ Allen then Fellow. There was another 
Mulberry Tree planted at y^ west end of y^ same Garden about Lady 
Day 1726 by D"" Tenison, Fellow. On the inside of this Garden- 
Wall wch is next Caius College are these letters T-G held together 
by a Sash work'd on a Stone. I know not who they stand for. 

It appears from Deeds y' were made in Stephen Gardiner's time, 
yt ye ground between our College Building and Gerrard (or Garret) 
Hostle Lane was granted to our College by y« Mayor and Corporation 
of Cambridge, & by S* Michael's (Mychell) House by several pieces, 
& at seyi times, in exchange for some pieces of land from Trinity 
Hall. What is now called y^ Fellows Fruit Garden on y^ north side 
of y« College was granted by Mychell House 16 Apr: 36. Hen: 8, for 
a Red Rose acknowledgm'. (See Arch: Coll: S' Edward's Drawer.) 

On a spare leaf at y^ end of The Old Vellum Book [with green 
strings]' (in wcfe Book I have transcrib'd y^ College Statutes) are these 
following Memoranda entred (as I take it) in D"^ Hervy's own hand- 
writing, viz : 

" Anno Dni. 1 545 y^ grownd on y^ northe side of y^ buildyng of o^^ 
" College was taken yn & y^ wall builded, web befor was a laystow." 

" A° Dni. 1 562 ye west bay window in y^ Hall was sett up." 

" A° Dni. 1563 the Stable was sett up wher it is. And ye same 
"yere y^ chambers & buildyng, ov ye botery & pantrie ye entrie 
"into ye ketchyn & ov"^ ye ketchyn ye larder & enner botrie was 
" buylded &c." 

" Anno Dni. 1 569 ye old wall on ye northe side of o"^ back-syde 
" was taken down & ye grownd wch was w*out o"^ wall taken yn unto 
" ye water syde all ye lengethe from ye Stable w' ye retom to ye prive 
" & ye new wall sett up, & a new crosse wall sevarying ye Stable yard 
" also made ye same yere." 

The foremention'd Date, viz. 1569 appears still on ye outside of [19] 
ye corner of ye Wall at ye water gate next Garret Hostle Bridge, cut

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THE FELLOWS TERRAS GARDEN. 

[19] This Garden is in Length from y« Wall (joyning y^ Master's 
Gallery to y« Library) to y^ outside of y^ opposite Wall y' 
is wash'd by y« River 236 Feet. In Breadth about 106 Feet in y^ 
middle. On a stone in y^ Wall by y= Terras-walk on y^ outside next 
ye River, is a Crescent ermin cut within a Bordure Ingrayl'd. On 
another stone near y* former is a Coat of Arms, viz. A Fess Dauncette 
between three eagles displayed : (S^ George Newman's Arms) under- 
neath wcti are these words : " Ex Lahore Immortalitas." Between y« 
two stones, " Anno Domini 1619." 

Those two stones were taken from y^ old Sumer House (wch was 
Built over y« River) & plac'd in ye wall where they are at present. The 
Suiner house was taken down Anno Dom: 1708. The foundation of 
it is still to be seen in ye Water. 

The Horse Chestnut Trees by ye Wall next Clare Hall were set 
about 1 7 10, except two or three of y™ wch were set some years 
later. 

The Yew Hedges were planted A.D. 1705. Cost 16. 03. oi^. 

The four Leaden Figures representing ye Four Seasons were set up 

on ye Terras Wall. 

The Two Seats on ye Terras Walk were set up. That next Clare

Hall A.D. 1706, & cost 10. 10. 00; That at ye other end of ye Walk

A.D. 1708, & cost 09. 10. 00. 

[314] The Four Figures in ye Terras-Garden, viz. That with ye Book 
and Pen representing Learning; That with Castle, Key and Lion, 
Cybele ; That with Sword and Cap, Liberty ; That with Sword and 
Blindfold, Justice ; each Five Foot nine Inches high, on Pedestals 
3 foot 6 Inches high, were given to ye College by Sir Nathanael 
Lloyds They Cost him Seventy nine Pounds, and were set up in 
September A.D. 1722". 

[346] D^ Johnson' gave y* Brass Dyal Plate in the Fellows Garden. It 
was fix'd on ye top of ye Wall next ye River April 27. 1726.

A.D. [ — ]. The yew hedges and leaden images were removed and 
the Garden was converted into a lawn, with a broad gravel walk 
leading from the entrance near the Master's Gallery to the Terrace. 
The Shrubs to conceal the old Buildings in the Lodge were planted 
subsequently^ 



THE OLD BUILDING FOR Y« MONKS. 

This is in Length about 79 Feet and 3 1 in Breadth fm outside to [20] 
outside. We take this old Building to have been ye place (or at 
least y* it was some part of it) whither ye Monks us'd to come from 
Ely for ye convenience of studying. It is a very ancient Building 
standing East & West, & is, so far as ye length of it reaches, a 
partition between Clare Hall & this College. It is cover'd with 
Slates no Chimneys appearing now above y™. But withinside we 
still see ye lower part of a large Chimney in ye Kitchen ; In another 
room ye mines of an Oven. The Stair-Case (for there is but one) 
consists of great pieces of Timber fasten'd with wooden pins to other 
pieces scloping underneath. The sides of the Building consist of 
Clunch, & Rag-stones, & Bricks plaister'd over". There are Three 
Passages into it. On ye Jams of ye First next ye East end are two 
small Heads of a man & a Womanj on ye Jams of the Last, viz. that 
next ye West end, are two Coats of Arms ; The First is held by an 
Angel on his Breast, & is A Crescent within a Bordure Ingrayl'd (our 
Founder's Arms). The Second is likewise on ye breast of an Angel, 
& is Three Mitres two & one, being ye Episcopal Arms of Norwich. 
These two Coats I take to be ye most ancient of any yt now appear 
throughout ye College, perhaps as ancient as fm Bp Bateman's time. 
They are cut on Clunch stone, & are now almost worn out. It seems 
to me probable y' ye Inside of this Building is ye same y' it was w° 
ye Monks of Ely came to it before Bp Bateman purchased it ; and y' 
upon ye Founding of Trinity Hall ye Bishop Built ye outside up to ye 
inner part.

[20] This building betw" the Master's Lodge and Clare Hall was 
partly destroyed in 1823 when the brick building which now faces the 
Gateway, and comprises part of the Lodge, and six additional sets of 
Chambers, were erected}- The rest of it was standing in 1862 when, 
with the exception of perhaps a cross wall or two, it was removed in 
the enlargement of the Master's Lodge. 



THE MASTER'S LODGE. 

[2 1 J The great wainscotted Room in ye Master's Lodge above stairs 
call'd ye Master's Dining- Room is 28 Foot Long, 18 foot 9 inches 
Broad, & 11 foot High, wainscotted A.D. 1604. The Master's Long 
Gallery is 54 Feet 10 inches Long, & 10 Feet 6 inches Broad. As 
for ye Arms on ye Glass windows in ye Dining-room or Long Gallery, 
see them Blazon'd p. 21 &c. There are several Pictures in ye Long 
Gallery. There is a Picture of a Bishop shav'd, & having a Book 
with a red cover in his right hand, & a Ring on ye forefinger of each 
hand. This I take to be ye Picture of Stephen Gardiner, Bp of 
Winchester, & Master of this College. That Print wch Bp Burnet 
has given us of Stephen Gardiner in his Hist: of Reformat:, was by 
mistake done from a Picture of Home, Bp of Winchester : The Purse 
it seems was added to make ye Print look ye more like Gardiner's 
Picture as 'twas thought ; But Home's Arms still shew ye mistake. 
(See Bp Burnet's Hist. Reformat. 3^ vol. In ye Appendix to i^' and 
2"d vol. p. 411). There is an original Picture of Stephen Gardiner at 
Mr Macro's, a gentleman in Suffolk, and I am told 'tis like that in 
our Master's Lodge. 

There is also in our Master's Gallery The Picture of a Bp with a 
long white beard, a Cane in his right hand, his left holding a pr of 
gloves, & resting on a Book with a red cover wch lyes on a green 
table, near his Head are these letters AEte 84. I take this to be 
ye Picture of Cox, Bp of Ely. There are two like pictures of Gardiner 
and Cox to be seen in ye Masters Lodge at Trinity College. (On 
Coxe's AE'e 84. 1577. But no date nor age on Bp Gardiner's 
Picture.) 

There is also in our Masters Gallery at Trinity Hall a picture of 
Ld Keeper Williams with ye Purse, also one of A.Bp Bancroft, one of 
A.Bp Abbot, one of Bp Curl, one sd to be of Bp Andrews, & one sd

Seven Pictures signifying Music, Painting, Architecture, &c. 

At ye coming into y^ Long Gallery, an old Table of y^ Foundation 
of Trinity Hall : also an old Table of y^ Cycle of y^ Proctors of y^ 
University : also a large Map of England, by J. Adams. All these 
things wch I have now mention'd to be in y^ Masters Lodge, I take 
to belong to y^ Master of Trinity Hall for y^ time being. Also a 
Picture of Arch- Bp Laud given A.D. 1741. 

There are also in the Lodge a portrait of Philip, Earl of Chester- 
field (by Hoare) formerly of this College, and one of Chief Justice 
Wilmot which was presented to the College by his son Eardley 
Wilmot Esquire. 

A.D. 1804. This year the Lodge was repaired and greatly im- 
proved by the Master Sir W™ Wynne at an expense of near fifteen 
hundred Pounds: and in 1822 about ;^i8oo was laid out in improve- 
ments and alterations. 

A.D. 1852. The Lodge was considerably altered and enlarged at 
the expense of D^ Thomas Charles Geldart, then Master. The room 
above stairs, formerly the Master's Dining room, was converted into a 
Drawing room. The " long Gallery " ceased to exist, being for a part 
of its length thrown into a Study or Library fronting the College 
Library : the north wall of this apartment being built over the old 
cloister which itself was converted into Servants' offices. A new 
Dining room was built at the West End of the Lodge. The architect 
employed was Mr. Salvin of London, who afterwards built the New 
Hall of Caius College, and the University Museums and Lecture 
rooms on the site of the old Botanic Garden. 

THE CHAPEL. 
The Chapel is in Length withinside from East to West, viz. to [23] 
ye Ante Chapel 30 Feet, in Breadth fm: North to South 18 Feet. 
The Ante Chapel from East to West 13 Feet; from North to South 
17 Feet.

[23] The Chapel was probably Built about y« year 1352; for ye Bp 
of Ely's License to Build a Chapel bears Date May 30. 1352- 
(Archiv: Coll:)'. 

The Stalls for y^ Masters & Fellows (wch Stalls are 24) & y« 
wainscot behind them, as also ye Desks for y^ Master and Fellows, 
ye Bench-Seats also & Desks for ye Scholars were probably set up 
in Dr Hervy's time. The Stalls of Oak. The Cieling, being Timber 
work, Pannels & Knobs, is Painted: and there are ye Founder's Arms, 
& ye Arms also of ye See of Norwich here and there painted on it. 

In each of ye 4 windows of the Chapel is some small matter of 
Painted Glass; ptictrly The Founder's Arms & these words, 

"Summae Trinitati 1566." 
'Tis true indeed ye Glass y« had those words on it formerly intire, 
is now broken in some places, & some of ye Letters are misplac'd 
& some lost. The window in the Ante Chapel has no painted Glass 
in it. 

The Arras-Hanging at ye Altar-piece (being our B. Saviour 
Betray'd) was put up there in pursuance of D^ Eden's Will''. 

The Rails inclosing ye Comunion Table were set up about 
A.D. 1685 at ye charge of M^ Foster, (See M^ Foster among the 
Benefactors'.) 

On the Pulpit (wch stands just without ye Rails South) lyes 
a Silk Cushion web is plac'd upon ye Presidents Desk for ye use 
of ye Orator, whenever He makes ye Coinemoration Speech according 
to D^ Eden's Foundation*. 
[24] In the year 17 19 the Chapel was in great danger of being Burnt 
down. Evening Prayer being over on Thursday between 6 and 7 
of ye clock Nov: 12 one of ye Candles on the North-west side of ye 
Chapel happen'd by some means to fall down unextinguish'd under 
one of the kneeling Hassocks where it lay smouldering till 7 o'clock 
ye next morning; by wch time a Hassock or two & some pannels 
of ye Wainscot &c. between the Fellows Stalls & Scholars Seats were 
Burnt. But upon our returning to Chapel in ye morning by God's 
Good Providence 'twas quickly extinguished. See a piece of ye

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Burnt wainscot hanging behind ye Door in the Treasury, mark'd [24] 
17 19. 

A.D. 1729. Sometime before Midsummer y^ old Wainscot & Stalls [398] 
&c. in y6 Chapel were begun to be taken down, y^ Stone & brick 
pavem' taken up, the Grave design'd for ye Master in ye South-east 
corner of ye Chapel digg'd & lin'd with brick by his own order. The 
whole Chapel repair'd & new wainscotted, & pav'd with marble, & 
beautify'd at ye charge of ye Master S'' Nathanael Lloyd^ out of 
ye Thousand Pounds wcfe he had before given to ye College, except 
ye Picture for ye Altarpiece in a gilded frame given by D"" Chetwode. 
As ye work was going on. Divine Service was perform'd in ye Hall [399] 
or Parlour according as either suited with ye convenience of ye College, 
'till April i6. 1730: but ye work was not completely finish'd 'till 
December 1730. D^ Hewke's Gravestone & ye other to ye West 
of it were remov'd into ye Ante-Chapel: "Walt: Hewk Custos" put 
on ye New Little Square marble stone over his grave where he was 
buried in ye Chapel ; D"" Eden's, D^ Preston's, D^ Cowel's, & D"" King's 
grave-stones continu'd in their proper places over their respective 
Bodies ; Darnelly's & Moptyd's Brass plates taken fm ye Wall in ye 
Ante- Chapel & fasten'd again to ye wainscot near ye places where 
they had been fix'd before. All ye windows in ye Chapel & Ante- 
chapel alter'd; The painted glass taken away; The Ante-Chapel 
wainscotted with ye old wainscot of ye Chapel & painted ; D' Eden's 
Monument set again in ye same place as before near ye Treasury 
door, only lower y° before; The old Arras Hanging for ye Altar 
piece taken away, & a Picture of ye Virgin Mary presenting our 
Sav"' in ye Temple set up in its room, given (as before mention'd) 
by V)'^ Chetwode Fellow of this College, wch his father formerly ye 
Dean of Gloucester had bought with 3 others of ye same size in 
Flanders. The Picture is 12 Feet 4 inches deep & about 8 Foot 
broad. New wainscot all round ye Chapel. Altar inclos'd with Iron 
rails painted & fasten'd into ye stones, but afterwards taken up again 
& others plac'd there in a different manner. The side-walls & West 
end of ye Chapel done with Hard finishing (as 'tis call'd) & Stucco- 
work. The great Cross-beam taken away. The Cieling wrought 
curiously in Stucco & work'd into 25 Pannels with Heliotropes & 

' Sir Nathaniel Lloyd offered the College ^500 for an annual payment of £^i " during 
"my life only "..." towards beautifying within and without their chapel according to the

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[399] Shields for Arms, & Mitres gilded, & more particularly so in that 
part of ye cieling weft is over y^ Altar. An Iron-work'd Desk for 
y« Bible in wch y^ Scholar of y^ House reads ye Lessons for y« Day. 
Fourteen new Folio Coiiion Prayer Books. Coinunion Table cover'd 
with blue velvet wch (together with a blue velvet Cushion with Gold 
Lace) is enrich'd with Gold Fringe & Lace. Two blue velvet cushions 

[400] with Gold Tassels & Edging for y^ Masters & Presidents Desks. 
Also Two Blue Silk Damask Curtains for y^ Masters & Presidents 
Seats. Long blue freeze Cushions for y^ Scholars to kneel on. The 
old Door passage in y^ Ante-chapel fm y^ Masters Lodge stop'd up, 
& a new one made in y* middle fronting ye Altar. 

The Arms on ye Ceiling, of ye Founder & fourteen of y* 
Benefactors plac'd in this order.

Sable, a Lyon 
passant, & in Chief 3 Helmets Or. S^ Nathanael Lloyd therefore 
order'd a Canton Argent charg'd with ye Text letter G Gules to 
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[401] be added to Knappes Arms, & with that alteration they serve for 
Goodknape. The Hehuet on ye Dexter side of y^ Chief is cover'd 
by ye Canton. 

12. Mouse. 

12. Trinity Hall Impal'd with Or, on a Fess between 3 Annulets 
in Chief & as many in Base (2 & i) sable a Cross patee of y^ Field 
See ye foremention'd Table in y^ Masters Lodge. 

13. Eden. 

13. Trinity Hall Impal'd with Argent, on a Fess Gules 3 Garbs 
Or between 2 Cheverons Azure, each of wch charg'd with 3 Escallops 
of ye Field. See ye foremention'd Table of ye Masters Arms in ye 
Masters Lodge.

[402] 14. Gyroriy of 8 Gules & Argent. An Inescocheon: Argent 
a Cynquefoil azure. These Arms were taken from a Table of j^ 
Arms of ye Masters of Benet College in Benet College Lodge. 
Moptyd was elected Master of Benet College 1553, & so remain'd 
4 years.

15. Or, 3 Arrows pointing to ye Base Sable, on a Chief of ye

We took these arms at a venture with S"" Nathanael's consent; and 
for ought we know, Both ye Two Busbys were of ye same Family. 

The Arms of S"" Nathanael Lloyd our Master & Great Benefactor 
are carv'd in wood, & set up at ye West end of ye Chapel under ye 
Window looking into ye Chapel fm ye Master's Lodge, with this date 
on yn, MDCCXXIX. The Arms are Quarterly, ye ist parted per 
Fess, a Lyon Ramnant, &c. The Crest a Lyon Issuing fm a Coronet. 

1729. When ye Labourers began to take up ye pavem' in ye 
Chapel about Midsuiiier 1729, it was thought proper y* they shou'd 
dig into D"^ Hewke's Grave, & also into that under ye Stone next to 
D"^ Hewke's Grave-stone to ye West, & also into that in ye South-east 
corner of ye Chapel, over wch was an old stone wch formerly had 
a Brass plate on it, but wch was lost before my time, (& where ye 
Pulpit stood wch is remov'd into ye Hall) to see if we cou'd make 
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any discovery of any Inscription to inform us of y« exact time of [402] 
Dr Hewke's death, or to let us know whose bodies had been buried 
under y^ other two stones. But we cou'd not make y^ least discovery 
of any such thing; everything being turn'd to earth, except y^ bones 
of ye bodies wch had been buried. We discover'd nothing in y^ least [403] 
to satisfy that inquiry. We only discover'd y' a small spring of water 
had reached D"" Hewke's Grave, & y' his skeleton (as it lay in y^ 
earth, there never having been any lining of brick to his grave) was 
of such a size as made us conclude him to have been a Tall man. 
We took care y' y^ bones of all y^ 3 bodies shou'd be cover'd again 
with all decency & tender regard to y^ memory of our Benefactors. 
This brings to my mind what I saw about A.D. 1719 in Caius College 
Chapel. I remember yt w° they were then repairing & beautifying 
that Chapel y^ workmen had broke a hole either by accident or design 
into D"^ Caius's Grave wch was a hollow place lin'd with brick on y« 
North side of ye Chapel at a little distance from his Monum' wch is 
a mural one. The Lid of ye Coffin was off when I look'd in with a 
Candle fix'd in a long cleft stick wch ye workmen furnish'd me with, 
& with wch I cou'd survey ye sepulchre very easily. The sides of ye 
Coffin were remaining, th6 in a disjoynted & rotten condition. The 
Body seem'd to have been a very lusty one, & ye coffin was pretty 
full of it. The Flesh was of a yellowish black colour, & yielded to 
ye least touch of ye stick & fell to pieces. The eyes were sunk deep 
into their sockets. A long grey beard much like that wch we see 
in ye picture of him, only this was grown very rough by long time; 
I think it was then about 145 years fm ye time of his death. I touch'd 
his beard with ye stick, & turn'd it a little on one side; It accordingly 
lay on one side, having lost all manner of elasticity. I therefore 
brought it back to its right place again. The sight occasion'd in me 
serious reflections, & I went away with such a regard as I thought 
due to ye memory of so considerable a man as D"" Caius had been. [404] 

1864 — 5. The Chapel remained in the same state as it was [24] 
described by Warren until 1 864, when, being found inadequate for the 
accommodation of the College, the pensioners of which had much 
increased in numbers, it was enlarged in the following manner. The 
East Wall which was principally of brick was thrown down, and the old 
Treasury behind the Altar thrown into the chapel. A depth of about 
8 feet was thus gained. In the centre of the E. wall thus destroyed and 
about ten feet from the ground the remains of a niche were discovered, 
the tabernacled head whereof in good decorated work was in tolerable 
preservation and retained traces of gilding and colour. The ancient 
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[24] piscina of about the same period as this niche was brought to light 
on removing the wainscot on the S. side of the Communion table. 
It was allowed to remain, being enclosed by a small door in the 
wainscot. The slabs with brasses, &c. over the graves of Eden, 
Preston, Cowell and King, were retained in their places, the three 
latter however being lowered to the level of the pavement of the 
body of the chapel. They had previously formed part of the pavement 
of the foot-pace on which the altar stood. The seats were continued 
eastwards over the former space included by the altar rails. 

[472] It being impossible to continue the ceiling of the enlarged Chapel 
at the same elevation as that erected in 1730, without rendering the 
garret above Chamber Num. 25 (see as to the alterations in these 
Chambers infra page 93) quite useless, a flat ceiling to cover the 
space gained at the East End of the Chapel was formed on the 
flooring of the Garret. The carved wainscot reredos or altar piece 
required little alteration to adapt it to the new East wall ; the highest 
point of the pediment having originally reached little more than a 
foot above the level of the joists of the garret floor. In 1865, the 
whole of the chapel interior walls were renovated & decorated. The 
arms & ornaments of the cieling cleand, 2 partly re-gilt ; the ground 
of the panels therein was coloured: It had originally been white, 
A window in the West Wall which communicated with a Chamber 
in the Master's Lodge was entirely stopped up at the Master's request. 
A new Altar-cloth was presented by the Rev. Henry Latham M.A., 
Fellow & Tutor, in substitution for one formerly given by him. 
A new altar rail in iron & oak with standards for candles was 
presented by another of the Fellows, D^ C. S. Perceval. 

In 1875 the Master & Mrs Geldart offered to replace the plain 
glass windows with stained glass in designs to be approved by the 

[473] College. The work was executed with great judgment & taste to 
the satisfaction of all the Fellows. 

In 1876 the Master & Mrs Geldart anxious to still further restore 
the Chapel offered to be at the expense of covering the West Wall 
with a fresco and to ornament the North & South Walls of the body 
of the Chapel with colour and to replace a portion of the fading part 
at the East end with suitable texts. The work was commenced in 
the Long Vacation and was completed about the middle of the 
Michas Term. The general effect proved extremely good and the 
Governing body ordered a letter of thanks to be written conveying 
to the Master & Mrs Geldart their high appreciation of the liberality 
displayed. This letter was signed by all the Fellows (except Mr Ebden 
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who is at the Cape of Good Hope). In reply to this letter the following [473] 
was received & it was ordered that the Bursar "make an entry in a 
" suitable place" of the whole business. The letter rec^ was as follows. 

"Trinity Hall Lodge, Christmas Day 1876. The Master of 
"Trinity Hall & Mrs Charles Geldart are much gratified to learn 
" from a letter received to-day from the Fellows of the College that 
" the renovation & decoration of the Chapel (which with their permission 
" they have had the pleasure to effect) meet with such full approbation 
" & they hope that what they have done will long remain as a proof 
" of their affection for the College, & the Church & her Services." 

The Master did not see the work, as though he died nearly a year 
after it was finished, he was for more than a year before his death 
entirely confined to his room. D^ Geldart (died on Sept. 17th) was 
buried at the South West Corner of the Ante-Chapi on the 21st Sepf 
1877. 

The Chapel in 1745. [Coie] 

\May 14 1745. The Chapel of the College is a great and elegant small Room, 
more like a Chapel of a Nobleman's Family, than of a Society. It has 2 Windows 
on each side, and wainscoted ab' lo foot high on both sides ; above y" Wainscoat 
quite to y" Roof is stucho, adorn'd with Festoons and y* Crescent of y" College 
Arms. The East End is wainscoted quite to y'^ top with a Pediment, making a 
very handsome Altar Peice, in y' middle of which is framed in a very large Picture, 
over y° Altar, of our Lady's offering our Saviour in y* Temple to y^ Priest. The 
Altar is rais'd one Step, rail'd in with Iron Rails, and covered with an elegant 
Covering of blew Velvet, laced and fring'd with Gold, with Cushions of y° same. 
The Cushions for y= Master and President at these Stalls are y^ same, and y* 
Curtains of blew silk Damask ; & y« whole Furniture of the Chapel correspondent, 
being very handsome. Above y' Ante-chapel and over the Master and President's 
Stalls, is a Chamber for y" use of y« Master's Family w"" a Sash Window in y^ 
middle to look into y° Chapel, and fronting y* Altar; just below it, and above 
y' Door coming into y« Chapel, between y" Master's and President's Stalls is fixed 
a Coat of Arms carved with the date in a Label under them. 1729. MDCC.XXIX 
in gold Figures. The Arms belong to their late Master and Benefactor S'' Nathaniel 
Lloyd. This Chapel is paved throughout with white Marble, and y^ stalls all round 
it are of y« neatest workmanship of Norway oak. The whole Chapel was within 
these 20 [years] rebuilt. The Roof of it is arch'd with Stucho and adorn'd with 
15 Coats of Arms, of Founder and Benefactors and the 3 Immediately over y' 
Altar are, as to y" shield work, all gold, y" Rest only gilt in part ; the 5 in y' middle 
of y" Roof frm y« Altar to y" W. end of y« Chapel, belong to 5 Bishops, adorn'd with 
Mitres, that of y" Founder being all gilt, y= others only in part.]

7 inches Broad. On y« middle of y^ Stone is y^ Figure (as I suppose) 
of D"^ Hewke (in a Cope embroider'd with y« Figures of our Saviour 
& His 12 Apostles upon it) in Brass, between 4 & S feet long. The 
Head of y« D" Figure is now off; Probably it was taken off in y^ 
time of Cromwell's Rebellion, as y« Heads of y^ Saints on Painted 
Glass us'd to be by people of those times in abhorrence, as they 
pretended, of Superstition.

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troubles then coming on so fast, nothing was done. After the Resto- [348^ 
ration, when things were again settled, one wou'd think y' the Doctors 
Will might have been fulfill'd as to this particular ; but whatever was 
the reason of it, it was still neglected. And I remember, when I was 
Undergraduate, upon hearing y^ words of D"" Eden's Will read at y« 
Coinemoration of our Founder and Benefactors, in wch Will the D^ 
expresses his earnest desire of having a monument set up to his 
memory, it was a matter of wonder amongst us every year, why 
it was not done. But in y^ Bursarship of M'' Dickins matters were so 
manag'd y* the Master & Fellows made a Contribution among them- 
selves towards y^ erecting a monument, wch was accordingly set up 
about y« year 1708. 

The next Gravestone, being about 7 Feet 5 Inches Long, & 3 Feet [30] 
7 Inches Broad, West to D^ Hewke's, has a Brass Plate fasten'd to it 
with ye figure of a man in an Academical Habit cut on it ; but y« 
Inscription web belonged to it is now lost, so y' I can say no more 
of it. 

The Next Gravestone South of D>" King's had a piece of Brass on 
it formerly, as appears by y^ print of it yet remaining: but w* y^ 
Inscription was, or who it belong'd to, I know not. 

In ye year 1643 one William Dowsing with many other suchlike [460] 
fellows stark mad with their zeal against Popery, went about y^ 
University & Town & County of Cambridge pulling down & de- 
molishing Pictures, Inscriptions &c, in y^ Chapels & Parish-Churches. 
This Fellow wrote a Journal of this their expedition, wch Journal 
Dr Zachary Grey has Publish'd in his Appendix to " The Schismatics 
" delineated from Authentic Vouchers." Lond. 1739. In this Journal 
p. S I are these words, viz,

THE TREASURY. 

[32] The Treasury is a little Room behind ye Altar and under ye 
Chamber Num: 25'. It is wainscotted with Deal, & has Shelves &c.; 
for writings, a large wooden Chest fortify'd with Iron. This is called 
ye Hutch, & is for ye keeping ye College Seals, Plate, writings 
belonging to such and such of our Estates ye names of wch are set 
upon ye Drawers in ye Hutch in weft ye respective writings are 
reposited. There is also a Strong Iron Chest for ye keeping ye College 
Stock &c. 

On this Iron Chest is this date 1598, The Founders Arms & two 
other Escutcheons painted, each of weft Bears Quarterly, the 1=' Gules, 
2 Barrs Or, a Chief indented of ye 2"^. The Second, Gyroiiy of 12, 
Or and Azure. The 3<J as ye 2nd, the 4* as ye ist, being M"^ Hare's 
Arms.

The Treasury had ceased to be used as a muniment room for 
many years since Warren's time, the writings of the College being 
removed to presses at the end of the Library. At some time after 
this removal, the original entrance by a low pointed arched doorway 
in the north side of the end wall of the Chapel was bricked up. In 
altering the Chapel in 1864 (see pp. 75 — 6) this ancient doorway in 
the wall then pulled down was disclosed. It had been screened by a 
door in the wainscot reredos or altar piece constructed to give access 
to the Treasury. A corresponding door will be observed on the south 
side of the reredos. This was merely for uniformity, and concealed a 
cupboard for brushes, etc. On blocking the ancient doorway a new 
access to the Treasury had been made in the south wall of the passage 
between the two courts. The Treasury was then used as a wine 
cellar, and for some years prior to 1864 as a plate closet. See 
Chambers, p. 91. 



THE HALL. 

The Hall is in Length from ye Door going in to y^ Master's Lodge, [33] 
to ye Skreens [ — ] Foot. In Breadth at the narrowest [ — ] Foot. 

For ye time when ye Bow window was set up, see p. 65. 

For ye Blazoning ye Coats of Arms y' are Painted on ye Glass etc. 
in ye Hall, see pp. 3i — 3. 

The Piece of Hanging at ye upper end of ye Hall (being a Roman 
Triumph &c.) was Hung up there in pursuance of D"" Eden's Will. 
The Wainscot behind it was put up about ye year 1646. James

Bunce Esq, paid 10.00.00 towards it. (See James Bunce among 

Benefact".) 

By the Coat of Arms Dated 1566 & fixt to ye musick Gallery over 
ye Skreens, I take ye sd Gallery & Skreens to have been set up in that 
year, viz.

Mr Thorowgood gave a Legacy for two Portal Doors amongst 
other things. [See M"- Thorowgood amongst ye Benefactors'. Also 
see ye old Lease Book in ye Treasury, Fol. 68.] Over each pair of 
[33] Doors are these words, 

"BENEDICTS THOROWGOOD LL BACCH HVIVS COLLEGII NVPER 
SOCIVS POSVIT ANO SALTS CIOIOXCIX." 
I have been inform'd y' one Margaret Wynn Glaz'd ye windows in 
ye Hall, or at least part of them ; and y' Her name was in several 
places at ye bottom of y™. But ye Glass has been so broken y' there 
are now but few remains of ye words that were there formerly. How- 
ever I am informed y' ye words were these : 

" Margareta Uxor Mag" Wynn Mercatorf ad Stapul." 
I suppose these words & ye Arms of the Staplers' Company Blazon'd 
p. 22 had respect to one another.

painted on ye Glass. I take it to have been ye mark of some 
Merchant y* had been a Benefactor to this Hall. There are many 
such like Marks to be seen, on ye Corporation Pictures of men y* had 
been Merchants, at Lynn, & elsewhere. 
[358] Upon sashing ye Chamber Num: 8. (A.D. 1727) ye Picture of our 
Saviours Head (as I take it to be) on painted glass was found in one 
of ye Windows there''- It was shortly after set up in ye Bow window 
in ye Hall : As was also ye Portrait of a Bp with his Pastoral Staff 
mention'd p. 22. Also ye mark mention'd above was set up in ye same 
Bow window. Also ye Two Letters EM each Insign'd with a Crown 
(wcfe perhaps may have some relation to Simon Sudbury: See his 
Arms at ye beginning of ye Account of him in A.Bp Parker's Book 
De Antiquit Britan: Ecclesiae. edit: Hanoviae 1605) were set up in 
ye same Bow window under A.Bp Parker's Arms. The Portrait of ye 
Bishop was probably design'd for Bp Bateman our Founder.

As y^ old Hall of this College is now going to [Cole] 
be demolished to make Room for one of a more elegant Structure ; 
the present one being a very gloomy and dark, tho' a very strong and 
durable one, and y^ College having lately had a very considerable 
Benefaction of between 3 and 4,000 pounds left them for that Purpose 
by their late Master, S'' Nathaniel Lloyd ; I was willing to preserve 
ye memory of y^ Arms in the Windows of y« same as they are now 
standing, and which in all probability y« Society will hardly think 
worth preserving or putting up again : together with whatever else 
was of Antiquity in the same. 

To begin then, this is one of y^ most ancient Buildings at present 
remaining in y^ University, being ye same as it was at y^ Foundation 
of ye College, and has 3 double Windows on each side, one of W^i" at 
ye upper end on ye W. side is a Bow Window, in which stands ye 
Beaufet, with ye Desk for ye Chapter in Latin while at dinner and 
Supper. This Hall is divided from ye Butteries by a Passage, and 
fr™ the last by a Screen of Wood with 2 Doors in it, ye one fronting 
ye Pantry, ye other ye Buttery, and over it a Gallery. The whole is 
roofed with old oak Beams, very black and dismal fr ye Charcoal w^i^ 
is burnt in ye middle of ye Hall and over it in ye middle of ye Roof 
was an old awkward kind of Cupulo to let out ye Smoak. The 
Fellows Table stands on an Eminence at ye upper or S. end of ye 
Hall, with a Door on ye E. side to go into ye Master's Lodge ; The 
Back of ye Table of ye Fellows had ye Arms of ye College painted 
pretty high against ye Wall, and below hung a large peice of Tapestry. 
The Scholars Tables are on both sides of ye Hall, which is paved with 
stone. Over each of the Portals of ye Screen is this Inscription in 
large characters : Benedict : Thorowgood L.L. Bacch./ hujus CoUejii 
nuper/ Socius posuit Aiio Salfe/ CIO.IO.XC.IX.']

The Drain in our College Court next to y^ Chamber Num: 10 [481] 
was clean'd & new Timber put down : A new Drain was also made 
next to y« stair-case leading up to y^ Parlour. Also y^ Two old 
Drains near y^ Treasury & y^ Chamber Num: 24 were clean'd A.D. 
1728. 

In ye same years (viz. 1729 & 1730) y^ outside of our Chapel [404] 
fronting ye North was plaister'd with Hard-finishing, as was also that 
whole side of ye Court. The Chamber windows of it were sash'd. 
The Garret windows were alter'd, & a Parapet wall built ye whole 
length. The opposite side of ye Court (viz. ye North side fronting ye 
South) had been done a year or two before much in ye same manner ;

[40] Warren notices none of the Garret Chambers. He also omits the 
Chamber abovestairs South of his Num. 27 and the Chamber below 
it; yet these rooms existed in his time. See Loggan's engraving, 
whence it appears that in 1688 a larger Gateway existed, the space of 
[41] which is now occupied by the Porter's Lodge. The extent of the 
archway indeed may clearly enough be traced in the walls. The 
old porter's lodge may possibly have been in these omitted chambers: 
however Warren also omits the chamber on the Ground floor N. of the 
Gateway Entrance, which since 1848 at all events has been occupied 
by the Porter. See the plan of the College in the Library, where this 
building next Clare Hall is called the Porter's Lodge. 

In 1823 6 new sets of Chambers were added, facing the Gateway 
and uniform with the portion of the Master's Lodge South W. of the 
Chapel, which portion was then rebuilt and cost £\2<^, 17. 4. See 
Ace's in Library^ 

A fire broke out early in the morning of February [20], 1852, in 
or near the chamber No. 17, which so much damaged the E. side of 
the Great Court as to render it necessary to rebuild it. This was 
done at the expense of £, — ^ an additional storey being added, while 
the ground and first floor were restored almost exactly, as to the West 
elevation. The round stable-like windows which had lighted the 
ground floor bedrooms looking to the Street were modified. 

Chambers Nos. i & 2 under the Library were slightly altered and 
much repaired in 1863, mainly at the expense of the Rev. H. 
Latham, M.A. A new Door-case in stone and outer door were 
inserted in place of a mean entrance under a round headed brick 
arch of the eighteenth century. 

The enlargement of the Chapel in 1 864 caused an alteration in the 
Chamber next thereto, Num. 25 of Warren, and the Garret above it. 
See p. 75 — 6. The W. wall of this chamber, being the E. wall of the 
Chapel, was pulled down and with it the fireplaces and chimneys of 
these chambers. The E. wall of the old Treasury, which was but of 
one storey, was raised to the level of the main walls of the Court, and 
chimneys carried up in it, for the two chambers thus reduced in size. 
The bedroom of the chamber No. 25, which had been East of the 
keeping-room and looked into the Court, was thrown into the keeping- 
room : and a new bedroom made with a window broken thro the S. 
wall, and looking into the smaller court. On executing this work it

' The plate at Trinity Hall, as elsewhere, was treated with something more than 
fireedom; and college officers seem to have sold it or to have had it converted at their 
discretion. If, as Cole says, with special reference to a piece of plate at King's College, 
" it had the Fortune to escape the fiery Trial of Fanaticism," it was not always safe from 
"the Brutality of the College Bursar." [Cole MSS., vol. Lvm., p. 31]. So we find that 
on 21* February, 1624, plate weighing 134 oz. 3 dwts. was sold to Sir Thomas Vyner, the 
goldsmith, for ;£^33. 13J. ^d., and that ;^34. i2J. dd. was spent in replacing it. Miscellanea, 
vol. IV. [87]. The account does not specify what was sacrificed ; but the following list, of 
about the same date, probably gives the details : —

[469] In y« late Provosts (D'' Snape's) time, the Five Great Bells (most, 
if not all of y™ being crack'd) were taken down from their old 
Decay'd Bellfry & plac'd in y« Ante-Chapel, where they continue 
still (a.d. 1743). I don't know what their weight is ; but the Tenor 
[470! o*" Largest has been reckon'd to weigh about Seventy Hundred 
weight ; but Phelps the Bell-founder told me, He thought it did 
not weigh near so much. On y^ First or Treble are these words, 
" In multis annis resonet Campana Johannis." 
The Arms of France & England Quarter'd, with J.D: for John 
Dogget, who was Provost of King's College 1 500, when it was new- 
cast. 

The Second has no Inscription: 

On the Third, " Ave Maria Gratia Plena." 

On the Fourth, " Per Atria cantabo laudes tuas Domine 

" Laudibus celebrabo nomen tuum sanctum." 
On the Fifth, or Tenor, " Trinitate Sacra fiat Hec Campana beata." 

Edward the Confessor's Head. 

[346] ^" *-*^^ North Isle there is a Head on y^ Wall Crown'd. I take it 
to be Edward y^ Confessor's Head. The Crown answers well enough 
to y« account given of it by M^ Selden in the 3<i volume of his works : 
edit. London 1726. p. 265. Titles of Honour. Selden's words are 
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these : " Edward ye Confessor in some of his Coins hath an ordinary [346] 
" Crown of gold rais'd into Elowers de Lis." There is another Head 
on ye wall in ye south Isle of y^ Chancel, with a great wreath or fillet 
on it, but without a Crown: I don't know who to think this was for. 

There is a House standing in Trumpington Street Cambr, & in [421] 
S' Edward's Parish, on ye East side of Trumpington Street, & it is 
ye last House in S' Edward's Parish towards ye North. This House 
is Inhabited by Thomas Driver a Joyner, & is ye Property of M^ 
Kerrich late Fellow of Benet College. In ye Chamber-window of 
this House next ye Street, are Two Escutcheons with Arms painted 
on ye Glass, i^' Escutcheon. Quarterly, ye i^t & 4th azure, a Fess 
between two Lyons (or Leopards) heads cabosh'd in chief, & one in 
Base, Or. The 2°d & 3rd pield a Lyon Rampant with two Tayls, 
Or ; a Chief wavy Gules. The 2°d Q' has been broken & mended 
again with a piece of a Crown, Or. The Second Escutcheon has 
eight Coats; the 1=' of wch is ye same with ye ist of ye ist Escutcheon. 
The 2nd is ye same with ye 3d of ye ist Escutcheon. The 3d is France, 
viz. Azure, 3 Flowers de Lis, Or. The i^ is England, viz. Gules, 
3 Lyons passant, guardant, Or. The S* I suppose, has been 
broken & mended again with white glass. The 6* is ye same 
with ye I St of ye ist Escutcheon ; only ye Chief broken & mended 
again with white glass. The 7"^ England again ; only ye Chief 
broken & mended again with other painted glass. The 8* I [422] 
suppose has been broken, & mended again with white glass. 

On ye outside of this House next to Trumpington Street just 
under ye foremention'd chamber window is ye representation of an 
Human head crown'd, & with a Long beard between two Angels 
carv'd in wood in relievo. Under this at ye bottom of ye House 
is ye representation of a Dragon or a Fiend, or Devil with Bats 
wings & a Long Serpentine tayl carv'd also in wood in relievo. 

The wideth of ye Front of Drivers House towards Trumpington 
Street is 18 feet, 8 inches & an half It has exercis'd ye thoughts of 
many a curious man in ye University to find out what Driver's House 
was design'd for. I once thought y' ye Carv'd Crown'd Head under 
ye Chamber window was design'd to represent ye Head of Edward ye 
Confessor, as I thought That did wch is like it in Stone in ye North- 
side Isle of S' Edward's Chancel : And there seem'd to me to be 
sufficient grounds for such a thought, because S' Edward's Church 
has coiiionly been taken to be S' Edward ye Confessor's Church. 
But, it seems, ye S' Edward of our Church is S' Edward ye Martyr, 
as appears from our Masters Book of ye Statutes of Trinity Hall

[422] (see in that part of ye Book about M^ Goodknape's Fellowship : the 
words there are S'' Edwardi Martyris). And if so, then y« Long 
Beard will not suit S* Edward ye Martyr who was but about 18 years 
old when he was kill'd, viz. A.D. 979 ; whereas it wou'd have suited 
Edward y Confessor well enough, had it been design'd for him. 

I am persuaded therefore now y' y^ Two Crown'd Heads, with 
Beards, were originally design'd for ye representation of ye First Person 
in ye Blessed Trinity according to ye old Popish unwarrantable 
[423] custom. And I think it probable y* Driver's House was once 
call'd Domus Dei (there were several such Houses call'd by that 
name formerly in Cambridge) and that it was afterwards a sort of 
Gild- Hall. The Gilds were Fraternities or Sodalities either for ye 
promotion of Religion, or sometimes Mechanical Arts. These Gilds 
sometimes got ye King's Charter for their Protection & encourage- 
ment. They were frequent in ye times of ye Anglo-Saxons [see M"^ 
Hearne's Appendix to ye Preface of his Book publish'd Oxf: 1730, 
web Book contains Tho: Caius's Vindiciae Antiq, Acad: Oxofi, p. 76 & 
TJ of his Appendix]. What I now say of this House, I ground upon 
an Extract comunicated to me by M^ Blomfield late of Caius College. 
Whence he had this extract 1 know not ; It is as follows. 
" In Parochia Sci Edri. 

" Domus dei olim domus Studenciu 
"Postea fuit Dom^ Gilde Sa' Edri in 
"Cantebr." 

See some ace' of Gilds in M^^ Peck's Antiquities of Stanford 
L. 12. p. 18, &c. 

I find ye following words in M^ Baker's Preface to The Funeral 
Sermon of Margaret Countess of Richmond &c. London 1708. p. 12 
" William Bingham First Founder of Gods House, near ye place 
"where Kings College Old Buildings now stand." 

But I take this Gods House to have been a different one from 
that mention'd in ye abovesd extract ; and by what M"^ Baker himself 
has told me, I take ye very Building where ye Fellows of Kings 
College now dwell, next to Clare Hall & Trinity Hall, to have 
been it. 

THE PERAMBULATION OF THE PARISH. 

[447] The Perambulation of S' Edward's Parish is perform'd once in 

Three years. May 23. 1734 being Ascension-Day, we went ye Bounds 

of our Parish. We began at ye 3 Tuns, & set our Parish (Mark) over 

ye Kitchen-door, then street door (Mark) Then M"^ Whiskin's House 
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(Mark). Then we pass'd on by y^ Peasemarket hill to Nevile [447] 
Dawney's Wall (Mark). Then thrd Slaughterhouse Lane to Holidays 
House (Mark) Then thr6 ye Garden between y^ Wall & y^ Ditch to 
y« outside of ye Door near D'' Perse's Alms houses (Mark) Then by 
y^ Alms houses thrd Freeschool Lane to a House at y^ back of M"^ 
Mortlock's house where we set a mark as usual, but we see no 
necessity for it. Then to y« corner of M"" Mortlock's Shop (Mark) 
Then thr6 S' Edwards Lane & along Trumpington Street to 
Wilkinson y^ Painters House (Mark) Then cross y^ street to ye 
Mitre (Mark) Then thro ye Mitre to ye Back-gate (mark) Then to 
ye White Horse back gate (Mark) Then to ye corner of ye Black-bull 
back gate (Mark) Then ye Inside of S' Cath: Hall back gate (Mark) 
Then pass'd by ye Hall into ye other Court, Staircase (Mark) Then 
thr6 ye Gate, & on ye outside of Cath : Hall over ag* Queens College 
Garden (Mark) Then to ye Provost of Kings College his Garden [448] 
outside corner (Mark) Then Inside of Provosts Garden (Mark) 
Then at ye bottom of ye Provosts garden (Mark) Then on ye out- 
side of ye Wall next ye River (Mark) Then out of ye Garden into 
Hampson's Lane & near ye River (Mark) Then we shou'd have gone 
thrd ye old Brewhouse (but 'twas shut) & within Kings College Chapel 
yard (Mark) Then Kings College Bridge (Mark) Then Blue Post by 
Green Dicks Spring (old mark) Then Kings College back gate (Mark) 
Then Clare Hall back gate (Mark) Then corner of Garret Hostle 
Bridge (wctl is now rebuilding) to Trinity Hall back gate (Mark) 
Then to Trinity Hall Stable gate (Mark) Then corner of Garret 
Hostle Lane near Caius College (Mark) Then Trinity Hall Foregate 
(Mark) Then Corner of Kings College back Cynder House near 
Caius College's Porta Honoris (Mark) Then Kings College Fore- 
gate (Mark) Then thro ye Provost of Kings Lodge to M' 
Thurlbourn's old Shop (Mark) Then cross Trumpington Street to 
Mr Snagg's door (Mark) Then thrd M^ Snagg's House, his Back door 
(Mark) Just over agt this last mark is a Stone in S' Edward's 
Churchyard-Wall. I am inclin'd to think y* that Stone was plac'd 
there in ye Wall as a mark for ye Bounds of our Parish. From 
thence to ye Three Tuns thro ye back door to ye mark over ye 
Kitchen door, f™ whence we began our Perambulation about two 
Hours before. 

N.B. One Bottle of White Wine given us at ye Tuns and one 
Bottle of White Wine given us at ye Mitre. Ale & bread & cheese 
given by ye Minister of S* Edwards at ye Bench in our College 
Backside. 
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[449] Mem To be given by y^ Minister Twelve Halfpenny Loaves, Six 
pennyworth of Cheshire Cheese, Seven Quarts & a Half of Ale in ye 
Great Stone Bottle for y^ people in general, & a Tankard of Ale for 
each Churchwarden, 

THE FREE SCHOOL. 

[72] Dr. Stephen Perse's Will bears date Sept: 27. 1615. He order'd 
a Convenient House to be Built, & to be us'd for a Free Grainar 
School, with one Lodging Chamber for y« Master, & another for y^ 
Usher: The Master to be A.M. The Usher A.B. at least. One 
Hundred Scholars born in Cambridge, Barnwell, Chesterton, Trum- 
pington, to be Taught Free & no more. Six Tenements of one Room 
apiece to be Built for six sev^ Poor Almsfolks, Aged, Single & 
Unmarried, of y^ age of 40 years apiece at least, out of y^ Parishes of 
St Edward and S* Michael in Cambridge, or in default of a competent 
number there, of the Parish of S* Benet, To be plac'd there by the 
D" Executors during their Life, & afterwards by his Supervisors fm 
time to time.

" new lease of y° same unto any other parson : We lett you witt, y' for sundry 
"good & acceptable services don unto us by our said Servaunt, we are willing to 
" further is desiers upon all reasonable occasions : And therfore haue thought 
" good by these puts earnestly to requier and praye youe (the rather for our sake) 
" to graunte unto him a lease in reversion of y° said Manour of Mutford & Turks 
"for 21 yeres, for such lyke reasonnable fyne, & with suche condicons as y° 
" fermers therof heretofore haue ben accustomed to yealde for y° same. And in so 
"doing (as youe shall pleasure a servaunt of ours, of whome for divers good 
"causes we make good acceptacon), so youe may be assured that shewing a 
" readiness to gratifie us herein aunswerable to our expectacon, we will not fayle to

NOTES ON THE ESTATES. 

[The substance of the following notes has been taken mainly from " ScaUu ad 
" Cameram Bursarii adaptatae " "A New pair of Steps to the Bursar's Room," 
compiled by J. H. Hall, Bursar 1808.] 

Allington's Rent Charge : Dr. Harvey by will, 1584, gave the Angel Inn, 
Newmarket, to his nephew Robert Harvey, the bequest being charged with an 
obligation to provide a specified amount of charcoal yearly for the use of the 
College, or in default, with a payment of £3. In 1639 it appears as Sir Gyles 
Allington's rent charge; in 1730 as the Duke of Somerset's; in 1762 as Lord 
Granby's ; in 1786 as the Duke of Rutland's. For the details of Harvey's will, 
see pp. 259, 260. 

Bradbury Mere: A close now part of the Mutford's Estate. It first 
appears in the accounts for the year 1602, at a rent of 2s., which was afterwards 
raised to 6/8. Now known as Puckeridge Mead. 

BuRES : Estate bought by the College in 1646 for £S4°t of which ;£504 was 
Dr. Eden's legacy (in addition to the gift of the Fordham farm). It was then at a 
rent of £y). 

Cambridge tenements : See Hewke's will pp. 237/0//.; Simon Dalling, pp. 227 — 
30 ; John Puregold, pp. 232 — 4; Robert Goodknape, pp. 234/oli.; and Dr. Cowell, 
p. 276; with notes below on "The Hand and Sword," and "The Three Archers," 
p. 150. The tenement described as "Ray vers, le Dolphin," p. 144, is the house 
at the comer of Jesus Lane. 

Chalgrave : Bought by Dr. Harvey about 2 & 3 P. & M. It was a tithe 
estate previous to the year 1796, when an inclosure took place, and allotments were 
made to the College of 253 acres, 4 roods, 3 poles, in Chalgrave and 79 acres, 
4 roods, 3 poles in Wingfield. On the Wingfield allotment there was a bam (the 
old tithe barn) with other buildings. The old Bull Inn was bought for a farm- 
house for Chalgrave at a cost of ;£8oo. 

Chelmsford : First appears in the accounts of 1596, as " Diversorium vocat : 
"Le Boars Head cum terris ejusdem," at a rent of ;£2o. In 1632 it is called "Le 
" Boars Head nunc le Kings Head." Sold in Feb. 1807 for £2,^ 10. 

Chesterton [Le Hand] : An estate of 80 acres with a tenement, given by 
Dr. Harvey in 1562. 

Chesterton [Paris] : 2 meadows and 50 acres of arable land and sheep walk. 
See license of Mortmain, 21st Eliz. [1579]. 

Cotton Hall : Dr. Harvey by will, 1 584, p. 260, gave to the College the manor 
of Cotton Hall with other lands, to be sold and others bought, or to be held if the 
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law would allow ; charging the bequest with payments of £Z a year for the repair 
of the causeway made by him from Paper Mills to Quy, and of £,i yearly to the 
poor of Bishops Stortford and Littlebury respectively. Hall \Scalae p. 83] says 
that the estate consisted of 60 acres called Cotton Lands and of the Manor of 
Cotton Hall. This estate, the history of which is singularly obscure, is now 
represented by a small allotment in Ditton parish, 4 acres in Teversham, and about 
39 acres in Barnwell fields. 

COWUNGE : The Rectory was bought in 1352 by Bishop Bateman for ^200 of 
one Shardelowe, and appropriated to Trinity Hall. For Grovels Pension see below. 

David's Springs : A close of about 10 acres in Braughin (Herts), formerly 
leased by itself, but now comprised in lease of Quinbury. See p. 150. 

Drakes Entry : [also Draxesentre.] See Willis & Clark, Arch. Hist, of 
Camb. vol. i. p. 211, and Maiden, Trinity Hall, pp. 28 & 31. And see, among 
benefactors, Petrus de Bitterling, p. 223: He gave "2 messuages and 7 pieces 
"of ground, one of the messuages being called Drakes Entry." The house is 
said to have been so called after John Drax a former owner. But where was it ? 
Hall says in the parish of St. John Millstrete ; and that it was one of several 
houses pulled down to make room for King's College and its chapel. [Hall : 
Scalae, p. 75.] Maiden, following Willis & Clark, places it on the other side of the 
College, where the north-east comer of the chief court now is. But in either case, 
the property described as Drakes Entry in the accounts of 1715 cannot be the 
same as the house and land referred to above. Hall states that in the accounts 
of 1589 there appear lands described as " terrae in Cambridge Westfield" ; that in 
1674 a lease of them was granted to Richardson, in which they are described as 
" once in the occupation of John Drake " ; and that in the accounts of 1676 they 
are entered as " Terrae in Camb'," with the addition of " vocat : Drakes Entry," 
and so continue. The lands were exchanged in 1804 for an allotment — 7 acres, 
I rd., in St. Giles's parish. 

EXNING : Bought by Dr. Eden and the Fellows of the College in 1635 for ;£37o. 
It was then let at ;^2o. Acreage 43 acres, I rd., 34 poles. 

FoRDHAM : (i) Manor farm, or Feltons, bought by the College 6th Elizabeth 
[1564] for ;£64o. 

FORDHAM : (2) Bishop's Bam ; 80 acres. Given by Dr. Eden in his life- 
time by deed dated 8 Jan. 1633. Bought for ^S°4- Let at a rent of £fli,. 

Fordham : (3) Serjeants. A tenement appearing in the accounts of 1587. 
First called Sargeants in 1598. Sold in 1815 to Mrs Dobbitts for ^375. 

FULBOURN : Appears in the accounts of 1587, but not in the Declaratio status 
CoUegii, 37"" Hen. 8., 1546. Rent ;£io. 73 acres. 

Grove's Pension. A Clause in Cowling Lease granted to Francis Dickins 
Esq. The Lease bears date Jan : 20. 1732. 

"And also a Pension or Portion of Tythes of y' yearly rent by y° Particulars [46 1 ] 
" thereof of six shillings & eight pence, sometime belonging or appertaining as 
"part & parcel of y' Lands & Possessions of y° College of Stoak in y= said County 
"of Suffolk now Dissolved (wcli Pension or Portion of Tythes was purchased & 
" redeemed of Benedict Grove of Thurlston in y' said County of Suffolk Gent, by 
" Robert Turner Edward Catcher John Blumfield & Christopher Wyvel Fellows of 
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[461] "y° said College or Hall of y" Holy & Undivided Trinity) as by an Indenture 
" bearing date y' 2"* day of February in y" four & fourtieth year of f Reign of our 
" late Queen Elizabeth made between y» said Benedict Grove & Robert Skinner on 
" y' one part & y" said Robert Turner Edward Catcher John Blumfield & Christopher 
" Wyvel on y° other part more at large it doth & may appear." 

Hand & Sword : A tenement in St. Michael's parish, Cambridge, first 
appearing in 1610; then described as "The Bull's Head," afterwards as "The 
"Hand & Sword." Sold in 1800 to Caius College. 

Long Stanton [Phipers] : A close of i acre, 3 rds., 20 poles and 14 acres, 2 rds., 
10 poles of common field land. Probably so called from the tenant. 

MOULTON : Formerly three distinct estates : (i) bought by the College in the 
reign of Henry Vlth of one Adeham ; known as "Adams," or "Adams & Reeves," 
part of it having been bought of Reeves by Adams shortly before the sale to the 
College : (2) bought by Dr. Harvey in Sth Eliz. [1563], known first as "Leachs," 
and as Fletchers after 1598 : (3) bought by Dr. Harvey in 17th Eliz. [i57S] ; known 
as Rumbelows. 

MUTFORDS: Estate bought by Bishop Nicke in 13th of Hen. 8. [1522], in- 
cluding in all 503 acres, 3 rds., 31 poles. Formerly let in three parts : (i) "The 
"site of the Manor of Mutfords, together with a Toft called Turks and all lands 
" belonging " ; (2) " Turks Wood " and several other woods, containing 58 acres, 
2 rds. ; (3) a croft called Bradbury Mere : see note, p. 148. 

Nkwmarket : The Red Lion Inn-house, garden, croft, and about six acres of 
pasture, with nine acres of land in Wood-Ditton. First appears in the accounts for 
1589 at a rent of £^. Sold in 1800 to the Duke of Queensbury. 

Newnham Croft: Not mentioned in the Declaratio Status, though it 
appears in the accounts of 1587. Said to have been given by Goodknape, but of 
this there is no evidence. Originally consisted of lands lying in the open fields of 
Grantchester, subsequently enclosed ; date of first enclosure unknown. 

Quinbury : Estate bought by Bishop Nicke in 7th Hen. 8 [1516], including 
a farm house, 40 acres, i rd., 27 p. of enclosed pasture, 70 acres, i rd., 38 p. of 
enclosed arable, and 115 a., 2 rd., 10 p. of open field land. See also David's 
Springs, now called Davies Wood : p. 149, note. 

Stukeley [Hospital] : given to the College by Simon Dalling about 1443. 
Estate consists of a Spital house and a close of 4 acres, and another Spital house 
and a close of 2 acres. 

Stukeley [Farm] : same date Q) : 7J acres of enclosure, 4 acres of meadow in 
Bidwell Moor and 2 acres in Great Meadow, with 32 acres of field land. 

Three Archers: A tenement in St. Andrew's parish Cambridge: probably 
the house in Preachers Street, which first appears in the accounts of 1600. Sold 
in 1801 to Mr. Haggerston. 

Triplow [Crouchmans] : Formerly the property of the Crouchmans (about 
1330) from whom it passed through the Winceslowes and Huntyngdons to Mordaunt 
who in 29th Hen. 8 conveyed it to Johnson and Taylor. They may have acted as 
trustees for the College, but there is no conveyance from them. It appears in the 
Declaratio Status, 37 Hen. 8, p. 332. 



College Estates 151 

Trumpington : appears in the accounts of 1 587, but not in the Dedaratio Status. 
A tenement with 3 roods of arable land and i rood, 20 poles of pasture was bought 
by the College 34th Eliz. 

Walpole: Dr. William Mouse by will dated 30 May, 1586, after other 
bequests gave the residue to Robert Hare, for charitable uses according to his 
discretion. To the residue, which amounted to about ;£i,ooo, Mr. Hare added 
£(xx>, and with it bought the estate at Walpole (8 August, 1599), which he 
conveyed to the Master (Dr. Cowell) and the Fellows and Scholars of the College 
for the repair of the roads in the neighbourhood of Cambridge, " et praecipue viae 
"ducentis inter villam Camb. & villam Barkeway.'' The estate consisted of 208 
acres of land without buildings, and was supposed to carry manorial rights ; but 
this claim was disallowed by an award of 21 August, 1800. 

Wkthersfield : For the advowson see p. 1 14. Henry Pelsant, Vicar, by will, 
1677, gave to the College his house and its contents on condition that they should 
be leased to the Vicar for the time being at six pounds per annum ; of which sum 
£i, was to be paid to the College Chest, and the remainder divided among the 
Master and others. For his will, &c., see pp. 287 — 8.

He was afterwards nominated by the King as President of Magdalen College, Oxford, 
D' Oglethorp being ordered to resign that office. Oglethorp at first refiised to resign, but 
gave way under pressure. The Fellows of Magdalen refused to elect Haddon ; nor did they 
comply with the royal mandate until they had received two angry letters from the King.

[471] Upon the death of D-" Ridlington, D-" Marriott the Master, having 
assumed the right of fixing the time for a new Election, the Fellows 
in his absence proceeded, before the day appointed by him, to Elect 
D"" Gregory who was accordingly admitted by Francis Simpson the 
Senior Fellow in College, there being no Locum Tenens. An appli- 
cation was in consequence made to the Court of K.B. by D"' Marriott 
for an information in the nature of a Quo Warranto against D"" Gregory 
to shew by what authority he claimed to be Fellow of Trinity Hall. 
In the application it was stated that the Election took place before 
the time appointed by the Master, and without any previous notice 
being given to him, that he ought to have been waited for as his 
presence was of necessity required at every Election, that the time 
limited by the statutes for the Fellows to proceed to Election had 
expired, and that D"" Gregory had never been admitted by the said 
Master or his Deputy commissioned for that purpose. But upon the 
whole merits of the case L'^ Mansfield C.J. was clearly of opinion 
that D'' Gregory was duly chosen according to the Statutes and that 
he was properly admitted.

Simon de Sudbury' while He was Chancellr of Sarum was 
Executor to Bp Bateman. He certifies y* Pope of y^ Founding of 
our College &c. and prays ye Pope to confirm y^ Appropriations of 
Briiningham, Cowling, Bryston, Kymberly, Stalham & Woodalling. 
The Pope Grants a Comission to y^ Bps of Winton, Rochester, & ye 
Abbot of Westminster: They Issue out a Citation, & recite ye 
Pope's Coiiiission. Dat: London, July 20. 1362. (Archiv: Colt. 
Miscellan: Vol. i. [87]. Wallpool Paper.) 

Simon de Sudbury was barbarously Murder'd by ye Mob on 
Towerhill in Rich<i ye 2'^^'^ time, viz. June 14. 1381. When they had 
Beheaded Him in a Cruel manner, & had carryed his Head about 
ye Streets of ye City in triumph, they set it up upon London Bridge. 
But upon ye Suppression of the Rebellion his Head was carryed 
together with his Body to be Buried in ye Cathedral Church at 
Canterbury. This is according to Godwin's account of Arch-Bp 
Sudbury in his Book De PraesuUbus Angliae, and it appears by 
His Will y' He desir'd to be Buried at Canterbury ; and accordingly 
there is his monument in ye Cathedral still remaining (Battely's 
Antiquities of Canterbury). But notwithstanding this ye people at 
Sudbury in Suffolk shew a Grave Stone in St Gregories Church there 
(yt had formerly Brass plates on it but now nothing but ye prints of 
them remaining without any Inscription) under wch they say Arch- 
Bp Sudbury was Buried. They also shew a Head in ye same Church 
wch they say was ye very Head of Simon Sudbury. I saw 3^ Head 
July 24. 1 72 1. The Skin of it is in great measure still remaining & 
looks like parchment. There is also one Ear, & one Eye, & ye 
nose & ye Cheeks are almost intire still. The Teeth are gone, & 
all ye Hair ; But ye muscles under ye Lower Jaw in ye Neck are still 
there, & are soft & dry like Touch-wood. The Vertebrae of ye [306] 
Neck appear to have been cut thro with violence, & shew manifest 
tokens of ye Axe. The whole Head is very Dry & undoubtedly 
very old ; But ye Different accounts before given make it doubtfuU 
whether 'twas Simon Sudbury's or no. 

April 12. 1733 I was again at Sudbury. I found Simon Sudbury's [432] 
Head (as 'tis call'd) put into a hole in ye Wall in ye Vestry, & fenc'd 
in with small Iron Bars. It is not so perfect now, as it was w" I saw 
it before. The Stone in ye Church under wch ye people of Sudbury

all of y™ made of fine red earth glaz'd. I have been told of one yt 
has OF DAM or some such like Letters at ye bottom : (But see N.B. 
at ye bottom of this Page.) If so, then that may explain ye meaning 
of Dam Hill, as ye rising ground is call'd to this day, wch is between 
these Gravel pits & Trumpington. If any body hereafter shall be 
surpriz'd to find Roman bricks under ye flooring of D^ Monson's 
Chamber Num: 6 their wonder will cease, w" they shall be told, y' 
they were found in these Gravel pits. 

Dimensions of Two of ye Paterae: (i) is about 6f Inches broad, 
ye Briin turning up about an Inch high. (2) is above 4 Inches & 
an half broad & above 2 Inches high, with a cavity sufficient to 
contain (as I guess) near half a pint. (3) is a Brass ring about 

2 inches in diameter. It was found at ye same place. It belong'd 
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probably, to a Horses bridle. See an account of Paterae in Mont- [350] 
faucon's Antiquities, vol: 2. p. 91. There is a piece of a large Urn in 
y^ Coll. Library. This was also found at y« same place with a 
great many burnt bones in it. 

N.B. On Sept: 6. 1733 M^ Porter Thompson of Trumpington 
gave me a Piece of a Patera of fine red earth, glaz'd, wdl is of y« 
same size with that Num : 2. & was found at y^ same place with that.

William Ayloffe, Esq, late of Melbourn in Cambridgeshire by 
Indenture bearing Date Oct: 25. 1690, Devis'd two third parts of His 
Parsonage Impropriate of Gargrave in ye County of York to S"^ Benj : 
Ayloffe Baronet, Henry Ayloffe, Henry Hitch &c. in trust among 
other things, y* Forty five pounds p'' ann part of y« yearly Rent of y« 
sd two third parts, shou'd be paid to y« M^, Fellows & Scholars 
of Trinity Hall ; Forty pounds whereof to be apply'd to y^ augmenta- 
tion of ye two Divinity Fellowships, y^ other Five pounds to ye 
College, on condition y« ye two Divinity Fellows shou'd alternately, 
duly, & substantially Read Catechetical Lectures in ye Chapel on 
ye Church Catechism every Wednesday & Friday in Term-time for 
half an Hour at a time imediately after morning Service, so as to go 
thr6 ye whole Catechism every year, beginning on ye First Wednesday 
or Friday in Term next after ye First of May. 

Mr. Ayloffe Dyed since L. Day 1691, & was Buried in Melbourn 
Church. 

June 26. 1730. To-day I went to Melbourn on purpose to Learn [381] 
any thing relating to M"^ Ayloffe. I met with one Dunham an old 
man who told me he remembred M"" Ayloffe an old man with Grey 
hairs, y' He (Mr Ayloffe) had been Cup-bearer to ye Queen of 
Bohemia ; y' he liv'd at Melbourn-Bury, & y* he dyed there, & was 
Buried in Melbourn Church. I saw ye place where he was Buried viz. 
in ye Church, in ye South side of it, under a Large Stone rais'd Altar- 
wise above 3 Foot above ye ground. There is no Inscription on ye 
Stone. In ye East window of ye Chancel there are Two Coats of 
Arms parted per pale; ye First, Sable, a Lyon Rampant Or, Collar'd 
Gules between 2 Crosses patee in Chief, & one in base of ye Second 
(Ayloffe), a Crescent Argent for Difference. The Second is Argent, 
3 Heads — whether Fishes or Beasts Heads I cannot tell, perhaps whales 
Heads— eras'd Sable, I suppose ye Arms of ye family of his Wife.

The remaining income was 

to accumulate till it amounted — apart from capital — to ^£'20,000, which was to be laid out in 

additional buildings.,," either according to the plan already made" — the plan prepared by 

Burrough & Essex in 1745, and now hung in the College Library — "or such other as the 

" Society might think more convenient." He also provided that certain allowances should be 

made to the Master, the College officers, and the Fellows, on the analogy of the Causey fund. 

When the ;^20,ooo had been raised and spent, four new Fellowships were to be established, 

carrying the same provisions, allowances, and privileges as the other Civil Law Fellowships, 

but restricted, like the scholarships, to Students from Merchant Taylors' School. Dr Andrew 

died in 1747, soon after his will was executed. In 1793 the last of the beneficiaries died also. 

The Master and Fellows first tried to induce the Merchant Taylors' Company to consent to 

an alteration of the trusts, and to seek Parliamentary sanction for the change. The attempt 

failed. The Master and Wardens of the Merchant Taylors' School filed an information 

against the College and James Andrew (Lois Andrew's executor and heir-at-law) praying 

that the trusts of the will might be duly performed. The Master and Fellows declined to 

act as required, renounced the trust, and refused the bequest, on the ground that they could 

not "accept such trust and execute the same without doing very great prejudice to their said 

"College." [See Order Book, pp. 127—8. 31 Dec, 1793.] Litigation followed. The

Horatio Goodbehere, Fellow Commoner of the College, left by 

his will to the Master and Fellows ;^ioo a year for the purpose of 
founding a Fellowship, the bequest to take effect after the death 
of Mrs Ruth Murray. He himself imposed no further restrictions 
or conditions. But the following regulations were made by the 
Master and Fellows, 6 Jan: 1828'. 

Goodbehere Fellowship. 

" It is hereby determined and arranged by the Master and 
" Fellows assembled at this present Audit as follows, that is to say : 

" That every Person who shall hereafter become the Fellow upon 
"the Goodbehere foundation shall be resident, and assisting the 
" Tutors, and taking his share of the Chapel duty in common with 
" them. 

" That no Person shall become a Fellow upon the Goodbehere 
"foundation unless he shall be a Graduate of the University of 
" Cambridge, and shall undertake (in case he be not then in Priest's 
" orders) that he will proceed bona-fide to become Priest as soon as 
" the circumstances of his age and standing may admit. 

main issues were ( i ) whether the College by its previous action had implicitly accepted the 
trusts that it now refused; (i) whether the College could retain the legacy of plate and ;f 100, 
while renouncing the other bequest. The suit was also complicated by questions relating to 
moneys other than the 3 per cent, annuities, the interest of which had been received by the 
College and paid over to the beneficiaries. Finally the Court decided that the College was 
entitled to retain the legacies of ;^ioo and the plate, as being distinct from the other dis- 
positions which they refused to accept.

" Fellows ; but the election shall be valid if made by a majority 
" of Fellows although the Master shall not concur with them. Pro- 
"vided that in default of such election the appointment shall lapse 
"to the Master, subject to the Order made 27 Dec 1735. And 
"Provided also that whenever the vacancy occurs in Term no 
" Election shall be made until after the expiration of ten days from 
" such vacancy ; and that whenever the vacancy occurs out of 
" Sess«i;n no election shall be made until after the expiration of the 
" ten first days of the Term next following. 

"And it is further determined and ordered that the above regu- 
" lations shall be inserted in a Book to be provided for that purpose, and 
" that every Person to be admitted Goodbehere Fellow shall previous 
" to his admission subscribe his consent thereto and a declaration that 
"he will faithfully and bona-fide conform to the same according to 
" the true intent and meaning thereof." 

The College came into possession of the bequest in 1849, the 
capital amount being ;^3,002 i6j. ^d. 3 per cent. Consols; and an 
order was made, 20 Dec, 1850, to the following effect: — 

" Whereas it is considered that the Goodbehere Fellow may with 
" advantage to the College take part as Assistant Tutor in conducting 
" the Examinations and in maintaining the discipline of the College, 
"it is ordered that the Goodbehere Fellow shall, so long as he 
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[Order « performs the duty of such assistant Tutor, be allowed Fellow's 
°° " Commons and such a set of rooms rent free as shall be assigned to 
" him by the Master and Fellows*." 

[When the east side of the College was destroyed by fire in 1852, 
the Consols standing to the credit of the Goodbehere fund were sold, 
and the proceeds applied in part payment of the cost of rebuilding. 
The repayment of the capital of the Fund with interest at 3J per 
cent was treated as a mortgage on the new building and the rents 
accruing from the rooms contained in it^.]

A great difference between y^ Number in 1621, & y^ Number weft 
I took in y« year 1727; and yet there are more Fellowships in y^ 
University now than there were then. But whoever does but consider 
ye different dispositions of y^ King & Court &c., in y^ year 162 1 from 
what they were in y^ year 1727 may easily account for y^ difference. 

In M' Twyne's Apologia beforemention'd I found y^ following 
passage quoted, p. 213, from y^ Liber Censualis or Domesday Book, [397] 
viz. "Burgus de Grentbridge in Decern Custodias dividitur & 387 
" Mansiones habet^ — sed pro Castro destruetae fuerunt domus octo- 
" decim." 

This Domesday Book (consisting of Two Thick volumes) is now 
in ye Exchequer. It contains an account y' was taken in William y^ 
Conqueror's time (about ye year 1086) of ye estates in England &c, 
[See Df Prideaux's Connect: 2nd vol: 8™ p. 650 &c.] One of ye 
volumes is about as large as one of our Church Bibles: The other 
is not so large, but very thick. In one volume are 382 Vellum Leaves; 
in ye other 450. At y* end of ye Smaller Thick volume are these 
words, viz. " Anno— vicesimo p° Regni Willi Facta est ista Descriptio 
" non solum p h'os tres Comitatus sed etiam p alios." The 3 counties 
there mention'd are Norfolk, & Suffolk, & (I think) Essex. 

Oct: 5. 1730 I had an opportunity of perusing Domesday Book 
by ye favour of a Friend belonging to ye Exchequer. I turn'd to 
ye passage quoted by M"" Twyne, & had some hopes (tho very small 
hopes) of findiiig something concerning ye University. But nothing 
did I find of that matter.

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The Legistae might be in Holy Orders or not as they pteas'd, for [489] 
ye Statutes are silent as to that point. 

He requires Half of j^ Fellows to be always resident in College 
& amongst those Resident Fellows he requires y* there shou'd be 
Two Presbyteri at least. 

All this proceeds upon y^ supposition of there being a Master 
& Twenty Fellows in y^ Society. 

But Bp Bateman dyed before he had settled sufficient revenues 
for his design'd Number; & therefore we have a Master & but Three 
Fellows upon Bp Bateman's Foundation. 

After ye Death of Bp Bateman, & before y^ Reign of Q. Elizabeth, 
Simon Bailing founded Two Fellowships. He appointed his Fellows 
to be Canonists. Robert Goodknape founded one. His Fellow was 
to be a Priest (socius sacerdotali in ordine constitutus). D'^ Hewke 
founded one. His Fellow was to be a Priest. Bp Nick founded 
Three Fellowships. One of his Fellows was to be a Civilista, the other 
two to be Canonistae, & to go into Priest's Orders within a year next 
after their Admission. 

How ye matter went on as to ye Number of Fellows actually in 
orders in ye College before H. 8"'^ Reign does not appear. But in 
ye 37th year of ye Reign of K. Hen : 8'h there was a Declaration of [490] 
ye State of ye College made by Matthew Parker, John Redmayn, 
& William Mey, wch I have seen in Benet College Library, & 
agreeable to wch I have now an account before me weft was taken 
out of ye Augmentation Office, & sent to D"^ Oxenden A.D. 1700 
by Mr Battely.

And accordingly these six Presb"" Fellows 
as also Simon Balling's Two Fellows had their stipend assign'd y™ 
as Presb". 

This Declaration of ye state of ye College was made about twelve 
years before Q. Eliz. began her Reign. 

In ye I St year of Q. Eliz^ Reign an Act of Parliam* was made 
" for ye sure establyshment of ye Corporacion of ye Colledge & of all 
" other mens rights & interests " and this in case y' any " Cavillacion 
"shuld at any tyme be had or used." 

From wch words I observe y' if any dispute shou'd have arisen

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[490] before this Act was made concerning those Rights wch are confirmed 
by this Act of Parliam*, this Act itself calls it Cavillacion. The Act 
also says, "yt ye Master Fellowes & Scollers & their Successours 
" shall & may haue houlde— take & enjoye all & singuler mannours 
" landes tenementys possessions pencions porcions tithes rights titles 
" interests services & all other hereditamentys whatsoever appertaining 
" to ye said Colledge — or accepted or reputed to be belonging to y* 
" same or accepted reputed used occupied or taken as part or parcel! 

[491] "of ye possession of ye said Colledge or Hall in such sorte fourme 
"estate condicion & degree as ye same weare given or graunted, & 
"as they nowe haue ye same. And y* all such gyftes estates & 
"grauntes to ye said Colledge shall be good & effectual! in ye lawe 
"to all intentys construccions & purposes." Afterwards comes a 
Proviso "y' this Acte shall not in eny wyse extend to take awaye 
"or be preiudiciall unto any of ye Fellowes or Scollers of ye said 
" Colledge or Hall for displacing any of y™ from any maner of offyce 
" or rome within or without ye said Colledge or for ye takying awaye 
" of any maiier of profyt comoditie or aduantage to them or any of 
"them belonging or apperteining." 

Now the quotations wch I have made from this Act of Parliament 
I take to be a full confirmation of ye point wch I aim at, viz. That 
all those Fellowships wch were given to ye College & intended for 
Presbyters by ye Donors or Founders of y™ ought to be possess'd 
& enjoy'd by Presbyters: for otherwise how can ye College hold & 
enjoy such estates as were given for such purposes, in such sort form 
estate condition & degree as ye same were given; or how can such 
gifts & grants be said to be effectual to all Intents Constructions & 
purposes; or how can any Fellow's profit comodity or advantage be 
said not to be Infring'd, if any other burthen or duty be impos'd upon 
him y" w' the Donor or Founder intended or mention'd ? 

If it shou'd be said yt there has been but one Presbyter-Fellow, 
or two or three for time out of mind ; I don't think y« that is sufficient 
& satisfactory. Why have there not been more ? A Custom is not 
therefore right merely because it has been of long standing if ye 

[492] original of things appears & it can be prov'd y» ye will & intention 
of ye Donor is not fulfill'd. There does not appear indeed any 
Certainty what ye Number of Presbyter-Fellows has been actually 
in College ever since ye Declaration beforemention'd in Hen. ye S'^'s 
Reign. And I don't find in ye Cowcher so much as one Presbyter 
or Dr or ye Xtian name of any one of ye Fellows mention'd for 
ICXD years together fm ye beginning of ye Book in ye year 1587. 
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I think Df Bramston is ye ist Djr Mention'd. Presl^ters are mention'd [492] 
afterwards w" M"" Ayloffe's Catechetical Lectures were settled. And 
there have been two of ye Fellows in Orders, & they have been ye 
Catechists since. And now & then a Fellow has gone into Orders 
besides. 

As to ye point of performing Divine Service in ye Chapel for 
above 100 years past I believe ye truth of ye matter has been in 
ye main this. There has been but one Fellow in Orders sometimes, 
& sometimes two or more. When there has been only One, He 
has done ye duty himself w" in College, & in health. When he has 
been ill, or his occasions have call'd him abroad, then ye Lay-fellows 
us'd to Read prayers till ye Priest was well again or return'd. When 
there have been two or more Fellows in Orders at one time, I believe 
Prayers have been expected to be read by them in ye ist place, & w" 
they were at any time ill, or abroad, then those at home took care 
of ye Chapel. And I have been told y' D^ Brookbank (a Lay-fellow) [493] 
has read Prayers for Half a year together. Thus much I can say from 
my own knowledge, y' I have heard D"" Johnson, M' Meredith, & sev' 
other Lay-fellows, read Prayers often. For my own part when I came 
to be Fellow, I thought ye office of reading Publick Prayers did so 
much belong to a Minister yt I did not so much care y' Laymen 
should do that office, if it cou'd be easily avoided ; & therefore I have 
often for a good while together done it. myself rather y" leave that 
office to Laymen. Not but that Laymen have sometimes done it 
y™selves since I have been Fellow, & w° Both of ye Presbyter-fellows 
have been out of College; but I have endeavour'd to prevent that 
practice sometimes by getting Clergymen from other Colleges to do 
ye Duty. If that has occasion'd a notion in ye Lay-fellows y' ye care 
of ye Chapel belongs entirely to ye Two Divinity Fellows; still I am 
of ye opinion y* we ought to have more y" Two of ye Fellows in 
Orders, & y* ye care of ye Chapel belongs either to ye whole Number 
of Fellows, so y' ye duty be done either by y™selves or by others 
for y™, as ye custom is in other Colleges, or else y' ye whole care 
of ye Chapel shou'd rest upon those only who are appointed by their 
respective Founders to go into Holy Orders, Upon ye whole I think [494] 
thus : either ye point I am contending for is confirm'd by ye Act of 
Parliament, or it is not; if it is, then there is no room for any further 
dispute; if it is not, then I presume ye point is left just as it was 
before ye Act was made, & then what ye will & desire of ye Founders 
of Divinity Fellowships was, need not be mention'd again, and ye will 
of ye Founders of such Fellowships I think ought to be fulfill'd so far 
as is consistent with ye Laws of ye Land. 
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[494] If I am wrong in my notion, I am sure I don't desire to be so, 
but to be set right. 

I shou'd be glad if any Rich & Good man wou'd settle a Stipend 
for a Chaplain, or y' y^ Society itself wou'd do it by allowing some- 
thing out of our profits yearly for that purpose. This wou'd make y« 
matter easy to everybody, & there need be no more doubt about it.

If it shou'd be thought y' those words in y^ Statute De Residentia 
& Absentia, viz. " Duo Socij Presbyteri ad minus semper in Collegio 
" remaneant, ne Socij Divinis destituantur officiis residentes": I say, 
if it shou'd be thought y' those words imply y* y^ whole duty of y^ 
Chapel is to be perform'd by two certain Presbyter Fellows all y^ 
year round ; this is a mistaking of y^ meaning of y^ words ; for these 
words proceed upon y^ supposition of there being a Master & twenty 
Fellows upon y^ Foundation, & y' Seven of y« Fellows at least are in 
Holy Orders, & y* two of y^ seven shou'd always be resident, & y' w° 
those two shall be absent, other two at least of y^ seven shou'd be 
[495] resident & do duty. For it is to be observ'd y' in ye same Statute 
leave is given to one Fellow as well as another, & consequently to a 
Presbyter Fellow as well as a Lay Fellow, to be absent for a certain 
time upon his Lawfull occasions, without any diminution of his profits, 
wch cannot possibly be if there are but Two Divinity Fellows, & they 
to be constantly resident to do y^ duty of y^ Chapel. Again; If it 
shou'd be said that M"" Ayloffe's Foundation of Catechetical Lectures 
may be urg'd to prove y' y^ Two Presbyter-Fellows are oblig'd thereby 
to do ye whole duty of y^ Chapel through' y^ year; it may be answer'd 
yt ye wholc Duty rcquir'd by M"" Ayloffe is only to Read Lectures on 
ye Church Catechism on every Wednesday & Friday in Term-time. 
This is to be perform'd by y^ Two Divinity Fellows "set forth & 
" appointed to that purpose, & in case of sickness or absence, by some 
" Divine approv'd by ye major part of ye Fellows of ye College then 
" resident." There is no mention of any other Duty to be done by ye 
two Divinity Fellows, & therefore no more is to be requir'd to be done 
by y™ upon ye account of M^ Ayloffe's Foundation. See The Deed,
